Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1963* 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
Has  1,530  compared  with  1,64-0  for  1964  and  1963* 

There  were  21  live  births  and  22  deaths.  There  was  no 
stillbirths,  no  infant  deaths  and  no  maternal  deaths,  12  of  the  22 
deaths  were  fron  stroked  and  heart  disease. 

There  were  7 deaths  from  cancer  compared  with  5 in  1964* 

No  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year  and  there  was  no 
death  from  this  disease. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one  and  I wish 
to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other  members 
of  the  council  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

support.
